One subject wa* the topic of con versa tkm among group* of itudent* 
on the Santa Ana junior college campu* today. 
And that wa* the fra­ 
ternity question. 
Student ditcutsion became rife following a cla*h ^be­ 
tween the two opposing factions in an open forum at assembly ys§Unlay. 
Mooted points were brought upf> 
in heated controversy. 
No definite 
action w as taken, nor w as a vote 
cast, but students freely expressed 
their opinions pro and con. 
From the discussion is w as evi­ 
dent that the college atudent body 
is about equally divided over the 
issue. 
Stronger support 
w as 
a d ­ 
vanced by the men for the o rgan ­ 
isation of fratern ities 
than 
that 
given by the girls for the form ation 
of sororities, it. w as asserted. 
The college student body has been 
brought face to face with the q u es­ 
tion through the m ovem ent on foot 
to authorise societies 
here 
under 
the control of the adm inistration. 
It w as for the purpose of sounding 
the students' sentim ent that John 
McCoy, college president, announced 
the decision of the student execu­ 
tive board a s favoring invitational 
orders and opened the assem bly for 
discussion. 
At the first, doubt w as expressed 
that students would be received in 
the 
national 
fraternities 
if 
they 
were to becom e mem bers of a local 
chapter. 
On 
this 
point. Principal D. K. 
Ham m ond said that som e national 
sororities had established that ru l­ 
ing. but he knew of no fratern ities 
that had determ ined on such action, 
although som e were considering it. 
As the m eeting 
continued, 
the 
discussion

torrid. 
Robert O’Brien, publications com ­ 
m issioner. contested the statem ent 
that secret societies would prove a 
benefit to the college. 
“This is practically

one-year 
institution,” O'Brien said. 
"There 
could be no perm anence in the or­ 
ganization of fraternities, because 
of the sm all num ber of second-year 
students who return. Another point 
that m ust he considered is that we 
are a p art of the high school plant, 
and th at rem oves the possibility of 
carrying on fraternity life In dorm i­ 
tories.”
